Editor Register:—It 
is 
probably 
■conceded that as a rule the price paid 
for dried apricots is lower 
at 
the 
start and gradually increases. 
It is 
true that exceptionally 
some 
have 
held their fruit for a higher price and 
have been disappointed. 
But the ex­ 
ception proves the rule. 
The grower 
must carefully size up the situation, 
viz.. Crop in the state, left over stock, 
general fruit supply in the 
country , 
general prosperity . 
With a big crop, 
stock left over, plenty of other fruit 
and hard times, the price will start 
low and remain low. 
This y ear apri­ 
cot growers are hard hit as to their 
own crop, and 
12 cents a pound will 
not make up for the shortage of the 
crop to most of them, but the chances 
of gettin g a good price this y ear are 
better than usual. 
There is no doubt 
that the price will start 
as low as 
buy ers will succeed in depressing it. 
They may be able to snap up small 
lots as low as 7 or 
8 cents, but they 
will get very lit tie at such prices in 
Orange county . 
A good part of the 
crop is likely to move at 10 
cents, 
especially where no 
association ex­ 
ists. 
But 
inasmuch 
as 
the 
price 
reached 10 cents last y ear, and even 
touehed 
11 cents, the chances are far 
better this y ear for it 
reaching 
12 
cents, and even touching 15 cents. 
It becomes quite an object, there­ 
fore, to the grower, even if he has a 
small lot of fruit, to hold it for the 
maximum price. 
But even when the 
grower feels firmly convinced 
that 
the price will improve, and he is per­ 
fectly willing to take his chances on 
that, he is still confronted with sev­ 
eral other serious questions, 
which, 
fortunately , he can successfully an ­ 
swer for himself. 
They are the loss 
from shrinkage, worms and mould.

ers probably have experimented for 
themselves, and therefore we turn to 
one who has. 
Mr. A. C. T., of San ta 
Ana, in 19 08 , when most of the fruit 
was sold at 5y2 cen ts to 6 cents per 
pound, held his crop of 
10 tons 
for 
four months, and sold at S cents. He 
had carefully weighed the fruit when 
it was placed in the bin, and when 
it was sold he found a loss by shrin k­ 
age of only 129 pounds. 
Had he sold 
at G cents, the 129 
pounds 
would 
have brought $7.74. 
Selling his 10 
tons at 8 cents in stead of G cents, he 
gained about $400 in four months, the 
loss from shrin kage being 
insignifi -1 
can t—less than 1 per cent of weight. 
The lesson is that when 
fruit 
has 
been properly dried before it is put in­ 
to the bin. the loss from shrinkage 
will be almost nothing. 
Worms: 
The practice of successful 
growers in preven tin g worms is this: 
There must be a tight bin. 
It must 
have as few cracks as possible, and 
be thoroughly cleaned and 
sulphur­ 
ed before using. 
It is desirable to 
scrape tray s during the heat of the 
day , and to sulphur the 
bin 
every j 
night while it is being filled, and later 
on once a week to a month. 
Mould: 
If y our fruit is well dried 
before it is placed in the 
bin, 
and 
not scraped from tray s with the fog 
or dew on it, and subjected 
to the 
sulphuring to preven t worms, 
there | 
will be no mould. 
The 
bin 
should 
1 
not be subject to dampness or to leak­ 
age from water. 
It 
will 
pay 
the 
grower to provide a good bin. 
Mr. 
A. C. T., referred to above, say s his 
bin built in the barn cost him about 
$15. 
The man who has hut 
a 
small 
crop will find a few 
large 
packing 
boxes with tight covers useful. 
He 
can leave room enough 
in each to 
burn sulphur. 
A heaping table spoon­ 
ful of good sulphur is enough for 
a 
nox. 
Lastly . 
The man in need of money , 
who cannot hold because 
he 
“just 
must have the money .” 
It is hard to 
help him. 
Those wrhose 
credit 
is 
good will, however, often find some 
friend or a bank willing to tide them 
over.
